AS OBJECTIVE OF FLA. 
WEEKLIES SAYS BRYANT 


Rep. Farris Bryant, Speaker 
of the 1953 Florida House of 
Representatives, in an address 
before the Florida Press Assoc- 
iation convention, called for citi- 
zen demand at the grass roots 
level to revise the state consti- 
tution. He appealed to the 
weekly editors to start a cru- 
sade to “arouse our citizens.”

VETERANS INFORMATION 
AND SERVICE

Dependency of  Gold-Star 
Parents, — Earlier this year a 
spot check was: made by the 
Veterans Administration to de- 
termine the eligibility of Gold- 
Star parents to continue to re- 
ceive VA death compensation 
benefits on the grounds that 
they are dependent on the son 
or daughter whose life was lost 
in service. It is reported that 
a questionnaire is now being 
sent to the entire list of 263,066 
parents currently drawing death 
compensation because the spot 
check is alleged to have reveal- 
ed many persons who are no 
longer dependent. 

Jf the information received in 
the new questionnaires indicates 
that the income exceeds (a) $105 
for a mother or father (not liv- 
ing together); (b)' $175 for a 
mother and father (living to- 
gether); (c) plus $45 for each ad- 
ditional*^ member of the family 
whose support is to be consider- 
ed among the family group, 
then the parent's death compen- 
sation will be discontinued, 

In determining dependency 
the following sources of income 
will be cohsidered; (a) Net in- 
come from property owned, or 
business operated, by the moth- 
er or father; (b) earnings of the 
mother or father and other 
members of their family under 
legal age; (c) actual contribu- 
tion of any character to the fam- 
ily expesses by the adult mem- 
bers; (d) so-called social bene- 
fits; , old age assistance and 
old age and survivors' insurance; 
or (e) family allowances re- 
ceived from sons or daughters 
in the armed forces. 

Amounts received as benefits 
from any Government insur- 
ance, any pension or compensa- 
tion from the VA, 6-month gra- 
tuity, mustering-out pay, dona- 
tions or assistance from charit- 
able sources or servicemen's in- 
demnity will be disregarded. 

The fact that the veteran has 
made habitual contributions to 
his father or mother, or both, is 
not conclusive evidence that de- 
jpendency existed but shall be 
considered in connection with 
all other evidence.
